ar WISH TO IGNORE COOK COUNTY. 


Sentiment of Certain Rural Kepublican 
Leaders. 

There i is yet-a disposition among certain 
Repubiican leaders in the rural districts of 
the State to ignore Cook County in the dis- 
tribunon of the State offices. When Mr. 
Hertz was mentioned as a candidate for State 
Treasurer to John R. Tanner several days 
ago Mr. Tanner straightway declared that a 
German-American. must be nominated for. 
that office, and he at once named Mr, Becker 
of Belleville as his camdidate. In his objec- - 
tion to the Cook-Cougty candidate Mr. Tanner’ 
was both inconsistent and illogical. He never 


fhought about the propriety of nominating a 


German-American for ‘Treasurer: until he 
ceased to be a candidate for that office. He 
ignored the fact that Mr. Hertz is the only 
candidate from Cook County who has the 
ghost\of a show of nomination in the State 
eonvention, and that he is a candidate for 
State Treasurer, and for State Treasurer only. 

Cook County is expected to cast from one- 
fourth to one-third uf the Republican vote of 
the State this fall. In 1888 Cook County gave 
Harrison 85,300 votes, while the vote in the 
State for Harrison was but 370,000. Cook 
County thus gave nearly one-fourth of the 
Republican vote’ in the State. Since then 
Cook County’s vote has increased enormously, 
which is proved by the fact that the reyistra- 
tion for the spring election—comparatively 
unimportant—was 202,000. The registered 
vote this fail will be 225,000. The totai vote 
of the State will not reach #00,0UU.

UNPLEDGED DELEGATES TO MINNEAP- 
OLIS. 

The drift of the political current does not 
surely ‘point to any foregone conclusion at 
the Republican National convention. There 
are indications that new elements may arise 
to change the situation. Unexpected Demo- 
cratic combinations may involve a new pro- 
gram for the Republicans. The issues of the 
campaign have not taken definite shape. It 
is not clear whether free coinage or the tariff 
will be the rallying ery. It is not known 
what section of the country will name the 
head of the Democratic ticket. In tne pre- 


vailing condition of uncertainty it is not wise | 


to send delegates to the Minneapolis conven- 
tion tied down with instructions they do not 
feel free to disregard, It would be far wiser 
and more politie to leave them hand-free and 
foot-loose, so that they may take advantage 
of any new aspect the situation may take,on 
or of any sudden emergency that may occur. 

There is but one thing certain, and it is that 
the campaign of 1892 is going to be one of the 
closest and most hotlyscontested this country 
has ever known. Its result cannot now be 
predicted, nor is it safe to assume that the 
present factional conditions of the Democrats 
wili lead them to make the blunder of a bad 
nomination or of a nomination and platform 
‘upon which they can not unite. The Republic- 
an convention therefore must be in a _ posi- 
tion to do just what the situation requires on 
the 15th of June and not what it seeined to in- 
dicate on the 25th of April or upon any pre- 
vious date, four in the next seven weeks it is 
impossible to say what man or what measure 
may come to the front. 

It is questiovable whether it is wise under 
any circumstanzes to hamper delegates with 
instructions, but it is specially unwise when 
the situation is as unsettled as it is now. It is 
probable that the issue of the campaign wil! 
be settled in two or three States commonly 
reputed as doubtful. Instructions given to 


: delegations two or three months before under 


circumstances which may change materially 
can be of no useful or practicai account, as 
compared with the opinions of delegates who 
come fresh from those States which will de- 
cide the contest. Unpledged delegations will 
be better able to weigh these opinions, to im- 
prove she situation in a judicious manner, and 
to act for the best interests of the party than 
delegations which are bound by their home 
conventions to cast-iron instructions. The 
delegates to the Minneapolis convention may 
safely be trusted to nominate a candidate and 
formulate a platform without instructfons. 
They are wore likely to nominate the strong- 
est and most available man under such condi- 
tions than they will be if they go there merely 
as the mouthpieces of conventions held months 
befure and under other political indications. 
They ought not to be gagged or manacled or 
fettered, but they should be free to express 
the wishes of their constituents when the 
convention meets.’

It is stated that the condjtions under which 
Mr. Goschen consented to the participation of 
England in the conference were that the invi- 
tations should not propos@ the discussion of 
the opening of the mints of all nations to the 
unlimited coinage of silver, but should simply 
propose a conference on the larger use of sil- 
‘ver by the nations of the @arth. This is sub- 
stantially the language joutlined by Mr. 
Goschen & few days’ ago in a conversation 
with Minister Lincoln, and which he intimated 
he would be pleased to have incorporated in 
the invitations it'it was expected that Great 
Britain would accept. The President at 
once conferred with officials uf the State and 
Treasury Departments, and decided to act 
without asking any special authority from 
Congress. The substance.|of the invitation 
was atonce cabled to the various governments 
which it was thought desirable to invite. It is

AN ABSURD AND IMPOSSIBLE ALLIANCE. 


A Washington dispatch says that— 

A last effort will be made by the free-coinage ad- 
vocates at their convention, which has been called 
to meet in Washington May 26, to induce one of 
the great political parties to incorporate in its 
platform a free-coinage plank; that if efforts in 
that direction fail the free-coinage men will take 
steps to organize a third party, the basis of which 
will be'the Farmers’ Alliance and all devoted ad- 
vocates of free silver; that a convention will be 
called, at which Senator Teller will be nominated 
for President and Col. Polk of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance for Vice-President and a platform advocat- 
ed containing but a single plank, providing for 
the free and unlimited coinage of both gold and 
silver. Friends of Senator Teller maintain that 
he will accept the nomination upon a strictly 
financial platform, provided the great parties 
nominate men unfriendly to free coinage. 

So far as present indications are a guide 
the Republicans will nominate President Har- 
rison and the Democrats Mr. Cleveland. 
Therefore the contingency on which Senator 
Teller’s Presidential candidacy depends is 
very much of a certainty. But suppose he 
should; be nominated, the only pussible effect 


Of his candidacy would be either to give sil- 


-ver-produecing States to the Democrats, per- 
haps electing Mr. Cleveland, whose hostility 
to the free or limited use of silver is well 
known, or if the free-coinage Farmers’ Alli- 
ance party should carry some Democratic as 
well as some Republican States, to throw the 
election into the present House of Representa- 
tives, where the Democrats control thirty 
States, the Alliance men two, and the Repub- 
lieans only twelve. Of course Mr. Cleveland 
would be chosen on the first ballot. Demo- 
cratic members would not desert him to cast 
their votes for Teller merely because he was 
sound ‘on free silver. Hence any independ- 
ent political action by the free-silver men 
would, if it accomplished anything, give thei 
a President who would do all in his power to 
stop the purchase ot toinage of silver, 

This|talk, however; of an alliance between 
free-silver men and Alliance men in order to 
get free coinage is absurd, because the two 
elements have little in common, The Alli- 
ance people have put free silver in their plat- 
forms, but only to catch a few votes. Were 
they in power they would neither coin silver 
nor isstie certificates against it. They would 
demonetize both silver and gold, making 
them purely articles of cummerce, Their 
curren¢y would be fiat shinplasters, based on 
the “faith and resources of the Nation.” 
They would deal with silver just as Mr. 
Cleveland wishes to, only they would go fur- 
ther, and banish gold also. If they were 
running the governinent, the mine-owners 
would receive for their silver simply its com- 
mercial value and ng more. It would be 
less used for monetary purposes than now. 
and according to their theory, would be worth 
less than it is now, 

Thoge people who are for free silver be- 
cause it is a half-way;/house to total repudia- 
tion or vancellation of debts, will have no 
hesitation about chumming with the Alli- 
ance, but those who are for it because they

DRAINAGE TRUSTEES ASKING FOR IN- 
FORMATION. 
At the last meeting ot the Drainage Board 
Mr. Eckhart offered an order, which was 


adopted, calling on the Chief Engimeer to 
state when he will be ready to report 
on alternative routes this side of Willow 
Springs. The Trustee stated that he wanted 
to have this matter settled before contracts 
were let for the work between Joliet and 
Willow Springs and Lockport, so that the 
board would know how it was going to stand 
on the ‘money question, for, if itturned out 
that the expense from Bridgeport to Willow 
Springs was higher than the rough estimates 
already made, then it would be necessary to 
modify the plans below/that point. 

There is a hopeful glimmer of common 
serse in the above observations. It is about 
the first cecognition of the fact that the funds 
at the command of the Trustees are not un- 
limited. They can sell at the outside but fif- 
teen millions of bonds, and the assessment of 
the Drainage District will have to be $300,000,- 
000 before they can issue that maximum. It 
will be some years before the assessment 
reaches that figure. Furthermore, tney have 
not only to cut a channel from Bridgeport to 
Willow Springs, but to enlarge the South 
Branch so that it will pass at least 250,000 cu- 
bic feet of water per minute without interfer- 
ing with navigation. That will still leave 50,- 
000 cubic feet to be supplied from some other 
quarter. What it will cost to increase the ca- 
pacity of the South Branch the Trustees do 
not know, and it would be a good idea for 
them to get some information on that point 
before plunging into the costly excavation of 
a double-capacity rock channel. 

If the Trustees had had their wits about 
them they would have ascertained first what 
it would cost them to get 300,000 cubic feet of 
lake water into any channel they might make. 
Having learned what the expense of that nec- 
essary work would be they could then proceed 
intelligently with the construction of their 
main cbannel.. The Cooley-Williams plan has 
been to begin at the south end with a channel 
with a capacity of 600,000 cubie feet and to 
“ blow in their money” there, regardless of 
the fact that by the time they got to this end 
they might not have enough left to get even 
250,000 feet of lake water into their excava- 


tiog, There is still time to abandon it and |

New Process of Steel Manufacture, 

Much confidence appdars to be entertained 
abroad by a nqgw process of steel manufacture 
which has been brought forward, which, it would 
seem, is applicable to steel produacéd either in 
small or large quantities, It consists in prepar- 
ing the bath in such a manner that. with a mini- 
mum of deoxidizing foreign elements, the carbon 
and the metals necessary for the harden- 
shall be ~ added exactly in  pre- 
~ determined quantities, Converter or 
Martin furnace. steel being obtained at 
the desired degree of decarbonization, the bath is 
deoxidized by a sufficient quantity of silico spie- 
gel, by means of which is introdaced a minimum 
quantity of silicon and manganesé, with traces of 
carbon, manganese, and silicun passing into the 
scoria. A definitely prescribed quantity of alumi- 
num in the form of rich alloys is then added. The 
aluminum can be used alone as a deoxidizing 
agent. Inanycase the two alloys may be em- 
ployed separately, that is, successively or simul- 
_taneoasly, for preparing tbe bath before the addi- 
tion of ferro-chrome or other metals, the propor- 
tion varying with the degree of hardness to be ob- 
tained, ‘

formed. Mlie. Véry, the daughter of the pro- 
prietor, was also badly hurt in one leg and 
suffered injuries to her back, but it is believed 
that she will recover. : 

Two painters were in the place at the time 
of the explosion. One had his head broken, 
the other was only slightly hurt. | 

Another man was also slightly hurt. Two 
persons who were passing along the street at 
the time were knocked down by the force uf 


the explosion, but suffered more through fear 


than from bodily harm, 
Mme. Véry, wife of the proprietor, was so 


frightened by all the noise and confusion that 


she has been out of her head ever since and 
acts like a mad woman. 
The interior of the shop is a mass of débris. 


Broken chairs lie in various positions over the 
floor, which is splintered and broken through 


in places. Of the counter not a vestige re- 
mains. It looks as if the bomb must have 


been placed in the passageway alongside the 


shop. 

-Since Ravachol was arrested at Restaurant 
Véry through information given to the police 
by the waiter Lhérot a policeman has had it 
as his constant duty to guard the premises, 
but at the critical time he seems to have been 


wanting. M. Véry has received many threat- 
ening letters for some days past from anarch- 


istic correspondents and the place has been 
shunned by regular customers and neighbors. 

Three persons with blackened faces have 
been arrested.

WAS A GOOD GERMAN JOKE, 


Russians Much Frichtened Over Move- 
ments of Prassian Troops. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ]} 
Bertin, April 25.—An experiment in mobi- 
lizing the garrison at Thorn, Prussia, was 
tmed recently with a rather amusing result. 
The alarm having been sounded, a squadron 
of Uhlans and a company of infantry hur- 
riedly occupied the Prussian frontier village 
of Leibitsch, a strong guard being posted at 
the Prussian end of the bridge which crosses 
the Dreweaz. These movements greatly 
alarmed the Russian sentry on 
the other side of the river, who 
hurried to the Village of Drewenz and in- 
formed the officials that the Germans were » 
about to invade Russian territory. The 
frontier guard was at once summoned and 
proceeded to the defense of the Russian end 
of the bridge from the expected assault. ‘The 
guard formed in line of battle along the 
river bank and stood with fixed bayonets 
until after nightfall, long after the Prussians 
had laughed themselves to sleep. 
Terrible Storm in Berlin and Vicinity. 
A violent hail-storm. accompanied by ter- 
rific lightning, occurred in this city and vicin- 
ity today, causing much terror to the residents 
and considerable damage to property and 
growing crops. The stunes were of enormous 
size, creating havoc among the trees and in 
the gardens throughout the city. The wind 
blew with fearful velocity. Many buildings 
at Brandenberg, thirty-seven miles west of 
this city, were struck and some of them badly 
wrecked,

Workingmen There Will on May Day Care- 
fully Avoid Disturbances ° 

Rome, April 25.—Reports put in circulation 
to the effect that disturbances had occurred in 
this city yesterday and were likely to be re- 
newed today are false.

RUSSIAN BOARDS OF TRADE, 


They Are to Be Established by the Gov- 
ernment on a United States Model, 

Sr. Peterspura, April 25.—The American 
Consul here says that the Russian Govern- 
ment intends to establish boards of trade 
here in every province of this country under 
the direction of paid officials. These boards 
of trade are to be constituted on a system 
similar to that which has been adopted in the 
United States, The organizations will gather 
and disseminate all available information in 
regard to crops, approaches of storms, at- 
mosvheric phenomena, etc, 

It is hoped that they will assist in prevent- 
ing famines ‘n Russia in future by giving 
timely warning when the danger of sucha 
state of affairs is apparent to the authorities 
and the fartning population, which will thus 
enable them to take measures of precaution 
accordingly and thus provide against a dearth 
of provisions.

Judged by the rules that have governed duels 
in the South for a hundred years the meeting was 
in no sense an affair of honor.

BRAZIL TIRED OF KECIPROCITY. 


Dr. Barbosa Asserts That His Government 

H-«s Good Grounds for a Reconsideration. 

Rro pre Janerro, March 26.—Dr. Ruy Bar- 
bosa, Minister of Finance of the provisional 
government, has issued a long statement in 
regard to the reciprocity agreement with the 
United States. He says that the provisional 
government never authorized this agreement 
in the terms in which it was made, and asserts 
that Dr. Salvador de Mendonca, Brazilian 
Minister at Washington, received positive in- 
structions to make no treaty that did not ex- 
pressly bind the United States Government to 
refrain from making asinnilar agreement with 
any European monarchy.

The 9th of May the Minister at W 
wrote to the same effect, and agaj 
Aug. 4, Sept. 17 he wroteto 
as follows: “If the Uni 
make similar treaties—as it will not 
Spain and England no other country can com- 
pete with us here in the sugar market. Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, Jamaica, and Yrinidad are at 
present our only competitors.”’ The 20th Jf 
October Dr. Ruy Barbosa telegraphed to Dr. 
Salvador de Mendonca: “You may continue 
negotiations on the terms mentioned in your 
detter, only now received.”’ 

‘* Afterwards,”’ says Dr. Ruy Barbosa, “ our 
envoy came to this capital, and in his inter- 
views, both with me and with the provisional 
government at its Cabinet meeting, it was 
positively determined that in this essential 
point the agreement should not undergo the 
slightest alteration and that the regotiations 
in all their stages should be carefully made to 
adhere thereto.” In confirmation of his as- 
sertions Dr. Ruy Barbosa quotes the follow- 
ing statement made to Dr. Justo Charmont, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in the second 
Cabinet of the provisional government, by Dr. 
Cezario Alvim, Minister of the Interior in the 
first Cabinet: 

“When our representative in the great 
North American Republic, Dr. Salvador de 
Mendonca, came to this capital for the pur- 
pose of hastening and concluding the negotia- 
tions to which I refer, he gave to me and to all 
the members of the Cabinet in his interviews 
with us the most positive assyrance that in 
the treaty about to be made it would be ex- 
pressly declared that the American Govern- 
ment would bind itself not to make a similar 
agr¢ement with any European monarchy, Our 
reasons for this demand are obvious and the 
American Government had previously assent- 
ed thereto, as we were informed by| our 
diplomatic agent, who assured us that he had 
insisted on this, having encountered thorough 
acquiescence on the part of the illustrious 
statesman, Mr. Blaine, for important po- 
litical reasons which may ‘de easily con- 
jectured.’’ 

The Cabinet to which Dr. Ruy. Barbosa be- 
longed resigned Jan, 20, T891, dnd Feb, S'the 
new Cabinet promulgated the reciprocity 
agreement, which did not contain the stipula- 
tion that had been considered absolutely <es- 
sential. Dr. Ruy Barbosa maintains that un- 
der these circumstances the agreement lacks 
moral validity, and that the Brazilian Govern- 
ment has ample grounds for reviving the 
question. 

Another Battle in Venezuela,

Maracatso, Venezuela, April 25.—The 
Federalists have fought another battle with 
the government troops and again scored a 
victory. The fight occurred in the plains near 
Valencia, and this exactly suited the Federal- 
ists, the majority of whom ate lancers, most 
to be feared when afforded an opportunity for 
a display of their horsemanship. Details of 
thie losses on both sides have not yet been re- 
ceived here,

WILL BE AN IMPOSING MONUMENT. 


Somethine Abont the Shukspenre Statue 
Now Being Meude for Lincoln Park. 

Karl Karoly, writing:from Paris to the Bos- 
ton Journal, contributes the following inter- 
esting information as to the statue of Shaks- 
peare which W..O. Partridge, the sculptor, is 
now executing in that city for Lancoln Park: 

Mr. Partridge bas represented Shakspeare 
seated in a chair in his garden at Stratford, with 
a book in one hand, and leoking out, half smil- 

. ing, on the world, as if saying: 
* All the world’s a stage.” 

The pose is simpie and gracefal, and the bard 
is evidently at his ease, enjoying a reverie in his 
quiet garden on a fair spring day. The sculptor 
has composed the head from the four authentic 
portraits and the death masks. Ihe designs for 
the costumes were made by Seymour Lucas, the 
eminent English painter and the greatest suthor- 
ity on the subject. Mr. Partridge has been to 
Stratford especially to study the subject at the 


Shakspeare Museum there, and be bas had the 


versonal advice 6f Henry Irving, Who expresses 
a asmuch pleased with the sketch for the 
monument. The Boston sculptor has recently 
made a most life-like portrait medallion of the 
eminent English tragedian, which is to be placed, 
with one of Edwin Booth. on the base of the 
statue, to represent the two greatest living ex- 
ponents of Hamlet. 
in order to have everything abouthis Snaks- 

peare as historically correct as 
Patridge has especially consulted Dr. Furnival, 
the President of the Shakspeare Society in Lon- 
don, and other great authorities. A curious fact 
in this connection. and which is an actuality, as 
‘Mr. Donnelly has just brought out another work 
on the Shakspearean “cryptogram,” ‘is that none 
of the emiuent Shakspearean scholars think for a 
moment that “ Bacon wrote Sbakspeafe,” and 
Henry Irving laughs heartly at the idea. He says 
that no one but an actor could have written 
those plays. Mr. Partridge bas made the figure 
historicaliy correct. and yet i appears quite 
human at the same time. Itis not a dry repre- 
sentation of an historical personage, bat a living 
map. in order to keep the effect simple and 
truthful the statue will be erected in prem 
Park. Chicago, not on a high pedestal, but ona 
low one on a grassy sward. The sculptor has well 
embodied his idea for the statue in a sonnet, of 
which the following are afew lines: 

“ Who models thee must be thine intimate, 

Nor place thee on a grand uplifted base 

Where tired eyes can hardly reach thy face; 

For others this might serve; thou art too great; 
Who sculpturés thee mast grasp thy human state, 
Thy wider knowledge of the human trace. “ae 
I saw this Shakspeare on the street; he seemed 
But man, like you and me.’’

Barber to the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of J ohnson County, Wyo., wherein the 
recent cattle trouble occurred: 

The men who surrendered to the commanding 
officer at Fort McKinney, who were delivered tu 
that officer by the Sheriff of your county, reached 
Fort D. A. Russell, near Cheyenne, yesterday, un- 
der military\esco?t, and are now confined as pris- 
oners at that post. They will be so confined and 
held until you shall have had a reasonable 
anc) sufficient time within: which to pre- 
pare and commence in the District 
Court of your county any criminal 
proceedings against any of. them which, upon 
consideration, you shall deem justified and war- 
ranted by the evidence which investigation may 
disclose to you. itis due to the administration 
of the law, and it is due to you, that you make 
such investigation as you shall’deem proper with 
all due diligence, and thereupon institute in the 
District Court of the county appropriate criminal 
prosecutions, Wea 

The recent disturbances in your county have 
apparently been of a serious nature, and it is nec- 
essary to the administration of justice and due to 
the protection of both life and property that they 
shall receive the most carefal consideration and 

. the fullest investigation at the hands of the 
roper aiithorities, and the § guilty ones 
adequately punished -and ade to 
appreciate and feel the supremacy of 
our laws. The commission of one pe Mies 
begets the commission of others, and the. most 
effective manhner.of preventing crime in the future 
isto properly prosecute and punish that which 
has already occurred. The conditions. recently 
existing In your county have been of such a 
character ag to necessitate calm and fair but 
earnest efforts on the part of the authorities to 
maintain the law and order jn that. community. 
and to keep all attempts and proceedings to 
punish offenders entirely within the channels de- 


fined by the law. : 

_Ihe prison¢rs at Fort D. A. Russell will be de- 
livered to the civil authorities whenever the 
status of prosecutions in the judgment of the 
court require it, and order is so restored.and ex- 
citement so abated as to render it safe to do so. 

_ Kindly inform me of your action in the prem- 
ises, the natureof the crimes charged to have 
been committed, the names of men charged, and 
the character of the proceedings which you in- 
stitute, Amos A. BARBER, 
Acting Governor,

Visitors were numerous at, Fort Russell to- 
day, the road between it and the city being 
lined from morning until night with vehicles 
of every description. Maj. Rabert refused: no 
one, and as each friend bore supplies of cloth- 
ing and other things wofully scare for the 
last three weeks the cattlemen managed 
to pass a pleasant day.

The Major. explained how the shops in 
Douglas, Glenrock, and other towns are sup- 
plied. “Up in that country,’’ said he, *‘ the 
butchers have practically been nothing 
more or jess than receivers of stolen property. 
Hardly 10 per cent of the meat is * honest,’ 
The rustlers would go out and kill whatever 
they could get’ their hands on and sell it. In 
some cases I know of meat would be peddled 
from door to door, and I have even known 
them kill an animal and brihg nothing but the 
hindquarters.”’

Despite the cheerful air the prisoners bear 
they now realize that they are in a-seriuus po- 
sition.

All the papers were set up in the Freie 
Presse, but the stereotyping and presswork 
were to have been done in the separate offices, 
The strike of the stereotypers and pressmen 
prevented the Tageblatt from getting its issue 
on the streets on time. 

**It was an outrage for these English stereo. 
typers to strike wicvhout giving us.a chance to 
be heard,” said Mr. Michaelis of the Freie 
Presse. ‘English papers have been misrep- 
resenting us as to our salary list. The printers 
on day work earned in’ six days of eight 
hours from $18 to $20 a week, and on night 
work from $20 upwards. When the strike was 
on in the Stauts-Zeitung we did not abuse that 
paper? We treated that paper fairly. The 
strikers have, however, succeeded in placing 
their ‘ appeals ’ as advertisernents in'the Staats- 
Zeitung. We favored arbitrahon, and have 
been fair throughout the fight and will stand 
by our position.”

struggle between the two divisions of Ohio 

Republicans, commonly known as “ Sherman 


men ” and “ Foraker men,’’ is as bitter as. 


ever, as is evidenced by the convention to se- 
lect delegates to the Ohio State Republican 
convention at Cleveland and to Minneapolis. 
Toledo has long been a noted fortress of the 
Foraker faction, but the Sherman men scored 
a victory today in the convention of the Ninth 
Congressional District to select delegates to 
Minneapolis. W. H. Tucker of Toledo and J. 
B. Wilson of Wood County were chosen. Both 
are Sherman men, William Miller of Ottawa 
County was named for Presidential Elector. 
He is a Foraker man, but his nomination was 
by tacit permission of the Shertman forces 
rather than through the strength of the For- 
akerites. The reasons for this Shermanite 
victory are twofold. First, that their forces 
were well organized under ‘the leadership “of 
the Federal officials of Toledo; second, s'tice 
the withdrawal of Blaine the "Foraker men 
have had no one to rally around as an anti- 
Harrison Presidential candidate. An attempt 
was nade to push McKinley to the front, but 
he would not allow it. 


FORAKER STANDS AN EVEN CHANCE, 


He and McKinley to Be Delegates-at- 
Large— Wm. M. Hahn May Also Win,

meet until Wednesday and the nominations 
will not be made until Thursday, the 
active workers have begun to = ar- 
rive.

Dr. Frank Johnson 
was sent for, but Mr. Wahl died half an hour 
The disease to which the 
old Chicagoan succumbed was principally 
lesion of the kidneys, followed by heart fail- 
ure, the latter being the direct cause of death. 
Mr. Wahl first became aware of the trouble 
three years ago. Atthat time he attributed 
it to his nerves, but his physicians, seeing the 
danger, advised him to test, and retire from 
business. Mr. Wahl did not follow their ad- 


vice strictly, but he took a European trip, | 


and on returning he spent much time truvel- 
ing in the Western mining districts. He 
bought much valuable: mining property, 
most of which he afterward sold. Several 
valuable and new silver and gold mines ‘which 
he bought while traveling in the West, he 


leaves to his heirs. 

His first serious attack occured last Novem- 
ber. Traveling had not agreed with gum. 
His health grew rapidly worse despite all that 
was done. He was affected by dizziness, and 
had great difficulty|in breathing. A ge norm 
weakness followed and he was compelled r 
last to take to hip bed; He fought bravely 
‘0 ward off ‘the atcack, and never gave up 
10 pe, | 

‘\ hen Mr. Wahl was first taken down, iit 
was thought he could not recover, but ome 
day he commenced to/recover, and rallied to 
such an extent that his physicians believed 
that his health might be restored. As 
soon as Mr. Wahi was able to go out, le 
hurried to his office; and against the advice of 
his physicians devoted much of his time to 
his business interests.| This brought on the 
second attack which ended in his death. 

‘Mr. Wahl’s Busy Career. 

Louis Wahl was borh at Grunstadt, in the 
Rhine Pfalz, Oct. 27, 1830. His father held 
the high office of head forester, having charge 
of preserving the game and caring for the ith- 
mense forests of that region. The elder 
Wahl removed to America in 1845, taking up 
his abode in Milwaukee. In 1852 Louis felt 
an irresistibie longing to go further west. He 
went to St. Joseph, Mb., the outfitting point 
for overland traims of mules and oxen bound 
for California. Young Wah! decided to make 
the trip, and embarked on a prairie schooner. 
He drove four yoke of Oxen and was ninety- 
three days making the |trip. He left the car- 
van at a mining) camp in California called 
Hangtown, There| he went to work on @ 
claim, now and then | taking a trip to San 
Francisco or Sactamenpto. He remained in 
California about-a year and then returned to 
Milwaukee. | 

Three months/after this arrival in Hang- 
town his brother Christian afrived in San 
Francisco and began to inquire for Louis. |A 
former Milwaukee acquaintance told Chris- 
tian that Louis had just sailed . for Australia. 


| Christian gailed for that country on the next 


ship. After looking in vain for his brother 
for several months Christian one day picked 
up a paper published at a town 100 miles dis- 
tant and found his own, name in the list of 
advertised letters. He sent fur the letter, 
which was from bis brother, who had heard 
that Christian had gone to California in 
search of him. The two brothers. returniny 
to Milwaukee became jengaged in the manu- 
facture of ene with their father, the firm 
name being C. Wahl & Sons. A few years 
afterwards the businesp had become so pros- 
perous that it was thought best to remove to 
Chicago, the father retiring.’ A large gine 
factory was established on the South Branch 
and operated by the Wahl Bros. The factory 
was destroyed by fire im 1885,) and then the 
business Was sold to PB. D. Armour. The fol- 
iowing ye ir the two brothers’ went: into the 
business af manufacturing brick, in which 
they still have a large vapital invested. 

Mr. Wahi has always been a public spirited 
citizen, alfhough he has never been a canti- 
date for ah elective office. Sept. 15, 1871, he 
was appointed by Mayor Mason one of the Ja- 
spectors 0f the House of Correction, the 
others being John C,/Haines and C. G. Ham- 
moud. Ip the following February the board 
reorganized this institution, appointing

834, Until he 
was 18 years old he lived on bis father’s farm, at- 
tending country _ scliools during the winter 
His advancement in his school was 580 
rapid as to attract the attention of his teachers, 
who aided him in every way they could, His 
taste for study led to his being sent to an acad- 
emy at Springfield, N. Y,, at the age of 15 years, 
and subsequently for two years to the Hopkins 
grammar school at New Haven, Conn. It was 
during the latter period that he first expressed a° 
desire to take up the study of law. 

Wheu 23 years old young Reed entered the law 
office of Sy eat Dospene at Lancaster, N. Y.

He was admitted to 
the bar in the fall of 1458, and a short time later 
be was, taken into partnership by Mr. Howe.

In 1S60 Mr. Reed and his partner, Joseph Knox, 
removed to Chicago, where the law firm of Knox, 
Eustace & Reed was formed. Mr. Knox was

cago,and from 1862 to 1864 Mr. Reed was his assist- 


ant. When Mr. Knox’s term of office had expired 
Mr. Reed was elected to fill the vacancy and he 
was twice reélected, in 1863 and 1872. He gained 
an enviable reputation through his fear- 
less prosecution of criminal offenders dur- 
mg his first two terms at least. 
The third term injured him in reputation, 
as he appeared tu have been won over to the side 
of the persons who had long feared him. When 
his term of office expired he resumed the practice 
of law, and for some time his practice was a grow- 
ing one. He was employed to defend members of 
the whisky ring and was sént by them to Wash- 
gts to lobby in their interests. There was a 
falling off in his practice dating from that time, 
and Ulissensions and disputes arose in regatd to 
the fees and he claimed to bave been unfairly 
treated. In 1879 be was a candidate for Judge of 
the Wircuit (" ourt, but was defeated. 

The first serions trouble in which he was im- 
plicated was in. 1380, when he was &rrested and 
sentito jailona charge of malfeasance’ in hand- 
ling|the estate of S.. Addison Irving. He was 
charged by the heirs with having failed to report 
and jaccount for $20,000 in collections. A partial 
settlement was matie by. way of compromise and 
he was released. He went to New York 
after his reldaso and opened a law 
oflice, where for a' while he _ prospered. 
When Guiteau was put on trial for the assassina- 
tion of President Garticld Mr. Reed became as- 
sociated with Lawyer Scoville -in his defense. 
Congress allowed him $8,000 for his services in 
this case. Miss Daniels, daughter of a Balti- 
more brewer, who was an almost daily attend- 
ant at the Guiteau trial, fell in love with Mr. 
mood, and their marriage followed shortly after- 
wards, 

At the close of the famous trial Reed returned 
to New York and to the practice of the law, but 
misfortune followed him and he became compli- 

cated with a paper house, which charged him 
with a failure to make returns on collections. 
His fall was rapid from thattime. He became 
despondent and moody and was a bard drinker. 
His practice was lost and he became a mental and 
payer al wreck, From New York Reed went to 

jaltimore, where he resided until his death. He 
was often seen on the streets of Baltimore looking 
at the pavement, always oblivious to all surround- 
ings and with a collie dog as his only companion. 

Everybody knew Charley Reed as a good fellow 
of keen wit during his career in Chicago, and he 
was respected, too, as a man without stain and 
without price until be formed affiliations alto- 
gether new to him during the latter part of his 
service in the State’s-Attorney’s office. He associ- 
ated more or less with the gambling element, be- 
came a confirmed seeker for office, and generally 
drifted to the bad until his trouble arose 
with the [Irving heirs. Until he formed 
these associations, he had no bad habits of no- 
ticeable character. He liked a fast horse and 
drove one of his own, but greater vices were not 
among his known characteristics until the rapid 
fall from grace which eventually caused him to 
seek other flelds began. He was er tioulncly 
unfortunate in his, domestic idPaine. 
first wife was Mrs. Nellie Cliff, sien 
he married near his old homein New York.

PAYS THE ROYALTY. 


THE BISCUIT TRUST smentican 
KANE’S CANDY PATENT. 


Judge Blodgett Issues an Injunction Per- 


petually Restraining the Trust from 


Making Stick Candy by the Vacuum 
Process Without a License—Candy Fac- 
tories in All Parts of the Country Are 
Affected—How All of Kane’s Claims 
Have Been Ignored—Court Notes. 


A decision of vast importance to candy man- 
ufacturers throughout the United States was 
rendered by Judge Blodgett yesterday.. The 
court sustained the Moffat patent for making 
stick candy by the vacuum process and issned 
a perpetual injunction restraining. the Amer- 
ican Biscuit and Manufacturing company, an 
Illinois corporation, from using the process 
without license. After the decision the de- 
fendant gracefully surrendered and will take 
out a license. The American Biscuit anil 
Manufacturing company is a concern which 
owns or controls thirty-five big establishinents 
in a dozen Western States, and it 1s one of the 
biggest trusts in the country. When the com- 
pany was organized it declined to recognize 
the patent, which is owned by Thomas Kane 
of this city, and it used the process without 
paying a license. The process is in use by 
large candy manufacturers in every State, and 
many of them when they learned of thé action 
of the Biscuit company declined to pay their 
royaities to Mr. Kane. He then sued the big 
Biscuit company for infrmgement of patent, 
and secured the decree yesterday. After the 
decision the concerns which had been holding 
off to await the result of the suit came in and 
paid up their licenses. The fight had- been a 
bitter one and thousands of dollars were ex- 
pended on both sides, 


Wants $50,000 Damages. _ 

F. B. Van Deusen, at present the proprietor 
of the Athambra Hotel on State street, yesterday 
filed a suit in the Superior Court for $0)00 dam- 
ages against Dunlap, Perry H., and Emma 
Smith, the owners of the property.
